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DETAILED ACTION 

Terminal Disclaimer 

1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 12 October 2004 disclaiming the terminal portion 
of any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date 
of US 6,737,801 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
filed a terminal disclaimer overcoming the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting rejection. 

4. Thus, regarding independent claim 1 , the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests a multicolor display comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, at 
least one wavelength conversion layer applied to at least one of two light-emitting 
regions and an opaque material interposed between the at least two light-emitting 
regions. 

5. Regarding independent claim 2, the prior art of record neither shows or suggests 
a multicolor display comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a first 
wavelength conversion layer applied to a light-emitting surface of a first of at least two 
LEDs and an opaque material interposed between the at least two LEDs. Due to their 
dependency upon independent claim 2, claims 3-5 are also allowable. 
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6. Regarding independent claim 6, the prior art of record neither shows or suggests 
a multicolor display comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a wavelength 
conversion layer deposited on a light-emitting surface of a first of at least two LEDs and 
an opaque material interposed between the at least two LEDs. Due to their 
dependency upon independent claim 6, claims 7-14 are also allowable. 

7. Regarding independent claim 1 5, the prior art of record neither shows or 
suggests a multicolor display comprising, in addition to other limitations of the claim, a 
first wavelength conversion layer that is deposited on a light-emitting surface of a first of 
three LEDs; a second wavelength conversion layer deposited on a light-emitting surface 
of a second of the three LEDs; and an opaque material interposed between the three 
LEDs. Due to their dependency upon independent claim 15, claims 16-28 are also 
allowable. 

8. The subject wavelength conversion layers along with the opaque material are 
provided for improving the contrast of the multicolor display. The design is new and 
unique to the art.
